On May 25, 2011, you were served with a Letter of Intention, indicating your right to respond 
to the Sheriff's Department's pending disciplinary action against you, as reported under IAB File 
Number 2287540. You were also advised of your right to review the material on which the 
discipline was based. 


You are hereby notified that pursuant to an Education-Based Discipline (EBD) Agreement 
between you and this Department dated December 15, 2011, you are suspended without pay 
from your position of Sergeant, Item No. 2717A, with this Department for a period of four (4) 
days. However, pursuant to the EBD agreement, the four (4) days will be held in abeyance for 
a period of twelve (12) months which will end on December 14, 2012. All Department records 
will reflect, nevertheless, that you received a four (4) day suspension. In accordance with the 
EBD Agreement, you have agreed to participate in an education-based alternative to discipline. 
Should you fail to complete any of the terms and conditions of the EBD Agreement, the four 
(4) days held in abeyance will be imposed. 


An investigation under File Number IAB 2287540, conducted by Internal Affairs Bureau, 
coupled with your own statements, has established the following:

SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT

2. The Departmentwill, upon execution of this Settlement Agreement, hold the 
four (4) days in abeyance pending completion of the below listed training. 


3. Both parties agree and understand that Sergeant Gonzalez's records will 
reflect that the four (4) day suspension was imposed and may be used for the purposes 
of demonstrating “progressive discipline." 


4. Sergeant Gonzalez agrees to attend and complete the below listed EBD 
courses and understands that failure to complete all of the courses and assignments shall 
result in the imposition of the four (4) days held in abeyance: 


. Lieutenant's Interactive Forum for Education (LIFE) Course (8 hours) 

. Professional Development (Ethical Decision Making) class (8 hours) 

. Write an EBD evaluation reflecting on your experience with the EBD 
process 


5; The Department may adjust Sergeant Gonzalez's schedule to participate in 
EBD courses and EBD items, as EBD is conducted on-duty. 


6. Sergeant Gonzalez agrees to cooperate with his Unit Commander to 
complete the courses as soon as practicable, but no longer than one (1) year from the date 
of execution of this EBD Agreement. 


7. Sergeant Gonzalez further agrees to waive any and all further administrative 
or judicial remedies with respect to the Letter of Imposition and the modified discipline, and 
also waives any administrative or judicial remedies with respect to any imposition pursuant 
to paragraph three (3), above. This waiver shall include, but not be limited to, appeals to 
the Los Angeles County Civil Service Commission and/or the Los Angeles County 
Employee Relations Commission.

8. The parties further agree that this EBD Agreement shall not be considered, 
cited, or used in future disputes as establishing past precedent or past employment 
practice. 


9. In consideration of the terms and conditions set forth herein, Sergeant 
Gonzalez agrees to fully release, acquit and forever discharge the County, and all present 
and former officers, employees and agents of the County, and their heirs, successors, 
assigns and legal representatives from any and all liability whatsoever for any and all 
claims arising out of or connected with the employment relationship between the County 
and Sergeant Gonzalez concerning the subject matter referred to herein. 


10. Sergeant Gonzalez further agrees to relinquish and expressly waives all 
rights conferred upon him by the provisions of California Civil Code Section 1542, which 
reads as follows: 


"A general release does not extend to claims which the creditor does not 
know or suspect to exist in his favor at the time of executing the release, 
which if known by him must have materially affected his settlement with the 
debtor." 


11. The date of the last signature placed hereon shall hereinafter be known as 
the "date of execution" and the "effective date" of this EBD Agreement. 


12. The parties agree that the foregoing comprises the entire EBD Agreement 
between the parties and that there have been no other promises made by any party. Any 
modification of this EBD Agreement must be in writing.

Subjec' is an active Eastside Torrance Gang member. Subject as on 
probation and had an active search clause as part of his 
probationary conditions. Men’s Central Jail Sergeant Eric Gonzalez and a team of MCJ 
visiting area and OSJ deputies responded to Subject ome in Torrance. They 
were also assisted by Century Station “COPS” team. 


After completing an operations plan and briefing, as well as containing the location, 
Sergeant Gonzalez contacted a female resident, e in the home. 
She confirmed Subjectlfresided at the home, and was inside one of the bedrooms. 
Sergeant Gonzalez instructed Ms, to wait outside the residence. Several 
announcements and commands were given for anyone else inside the home to come out 
and to make themselves known. As Sergeant Gonzalez was standing just inside the front 
door of the home he heard OSJ Deputy Gerard Smith CE. who was at the rear of 
the containment, yell that Subject[jfpad a gun and was inside the home. Almost 
immediately, Sergeant Gonzalez saw Subject M u out a bedroom and charge 
toward him at the front door. Sergeant Gonzalez saw Subject ocino an object 
in his waistband. 


FORCE INCIDENT EVALUATION IAB # FO 2272828 


Sergeant Gonzalez was unable to safely discharge his firearm, due to Deputy Juan 

Rodriguez (MME and a detained male as: being in his 

line of fire. Fearing that Subject [had a weapon and was attempting to either 

assault him or escape into the community, Sergeant Gonzalez reacted to the charging 

subject by punching him in the face and kicking him in the chest. This resulted in Subject 

BEE: tagoerin backwards, and striking his head on the corner of a wall as he fell to the 

ground. Subject EE vas handcuffed without further incident by Deputy Sussie Ayala 

i. A fully loaded, six-shot revolver was recovered from Subject lll 
waistband. 


Subject M2s treated at the scene by paramedics, and was released to deputies for 
transport to a hospital for an “Okay to Book.” Subject vas transported to Coast 
Plaza Doctors Hospital in Norwalk by Deputies Smith and Mickey Manzo 

Once at the hospital, Doctor Mary Chen M.D. elected to admit Subjeci or testing. 
It was later determined Subject lac sustained some bleeding to the frontal lobe 
of his brain. Subject was listed in “guarded” condition, and later recovered from 
his injuries. 


IAB Note: For further details on Subject 
injuries, refer to Exhibit B for a copy of his medical 
report. 


The following deputy personnel reported the following use of force: 


Sergeant Gonzalez: Personal weapons: punched Subjec once in his mouth area; 
kicked him once in his chest causing him to fall backward and hit his head on a wall.

SERGEANT ERIC GONZALEZ, Employee # was interviewed on October 7, 
2010, by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant Frank Quichocho. 
The interview took place at Men’s Central Jail visiting area sergeant’s office and was 
digitally recorded. The following is a summary. 


Sergeant Gonzalez said he was supervising the visiting area. Visiting Deputy Sussie 
Ayala obtained information on a probationer who was possibly in possession of a firearm. 
Sergeant Gonzalez said he received permission from Lieutenant Godfrey and Operations 
Lieutenant Harris to conduct a probation compliance search of Vii _ 
home in Torrance. He obtained permission from OSJ Lieutenant Thompson to use three 
deputies from OSJ (Deputies Gerard Smith, Mickey Manzo and Noah Kirk ). He also 
notified Century COPS Sergeant Joseph Garrido who loaned him two deputies (Deputies 
Juan C. Rodriguez and Edson Salazar). 


Sergeant Gonzalez said he developed an Operations plan and all units met with him for 
abriefing at a designated location in Torrance. The team arrived at Subject mc. 
Deputy Salazar was positioned in the front of the home, Deputies Manzo and Smith were 
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on the rear of the home. Remaining OSJ Deputy Kirk was monitoring the patrol vehicles. 
The entry team was comprised of Sergeant Gonzalez, Deputies Ayala and Rodriguez. 


Upon entry they were met with a female who signed an entry waiver. 
Sergeant Gonzalez confirmed with Ms that herl as in his bedroom inside the 
location. She was instructed to wait outside the location and she complied.

Sergeant Gonzalez said several announcements were made for any occupants to exit the 
rooms. which met with negative results. As the entry team began to clear the location, Mr. 
was located exiting the restroom. As he was being detained, Sergeant 
Gonzalez said he heard a deputy on the rear of the home yell that a subject had a gun 
and was coming back into the house. Sergeant Gonzalez said suddenly a bedroom door 
swung open and Subject ran towards deputies while grabbing his waistband. 
Sergeant Gonzalez said due to the proximity of his partners inside the small residence, 
Deputy Rodriguez and vr =o in his backdrop, he did not want to engage 
in a gunfight with the subject. He had no time to deploy pepper spray. He did not want 
Subjec So possibly escape into the community with a firearm. Sergeant Gonzalez 
said he reacted by punching him in his face and front kicking him in his chest. Subject 
ell backward, hit his head on a wall and was detained by him and Deputy Ayala. 
Both males were detained, the location was cleared and a black revolver was recovered 
from Subject M vaistband.

DEPUTY SUSSIE AYALA, Employee EEE was interviewed on October 7, 2010, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Sonja Bracken and Sergeant Frank Quichocho. The 
interview took place at Men’s Central Jail visiting area and was digitally recorded. The 
following is a summary. 


Deputy Ayala said she was working the MCJ visiting area. She detained an adult female 
who left a juvenile unattended. While being detained the female received a text that 
referred to bullets. Upon further investigation, Deputy Ayala said she was able to obtain 
the person's name ( -Subject who sent the text and discovered Subject 

was on probation. Deputy Ayala said she informed Sergeant Gonzalez of her 
findings. Subject M ovation status was confirmed and a probation compliance 
search was approved. 


IAB Note: The initial detention of the female in visiting 
and how the information on Subject was obtained 
was not mentioned in the initial report. 


Deputy Ayala said a briefing was conducted in Torrance. All deputies were given their 
assignments and she was designated to deploy the taser during the operation. Once at 
the location, an entry and search waiver was signed by the female occupant and there 
was confirmation of two other male occupants including the subject inside the location. 
Several commands were given but met with negative results. Deputy Ayala said a male, 

was being detained in the restroom of the location. She heard 
Deputy Smith, on the rear of the house, alert entry team deputies that the subject had a 
firearm and was inside the location. Deputy Ayala said she saw Subject M adeny 
run out of a bedroom holding his waistband. She saw Sergeant Gonzalez punch and kick 
Subjek a using him to fall and hit his head on a wall. Subject as taken 
into custody without further incident. A firearm was recovered. 


Subject vas treated by paramedics at the scene for a laceration to his lower lip 
area. 


Deputy Ayala reported that she witnessed the use of force to Sergeant Garrido.

Deputy Rodriguez was represented by Green & Shinee, Attorney Anna Slotky. The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Office in interview room B and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary. 


Deputy Rodriguez said he was assigned to the Century COPS team at the time of this 
incident. He said he assisted Sergeant Gonzalez and his visiting deputies with a 
probation compliance search. He did not recall the details that led up to the probation 
search. He recalled having a briefing with his partner Deputy Salazar, Sergeant Gonzalez 
and other deputies. He was not designated to deploy any less-lethal or communicate on 
the radio. He said he took it upon himself to communicate on the radio if a situation 
arose. 


IAB Note: Deputy Rodriguez previously knew Sergeant 
Gonzalez from Century Station but had never participated 
in any entries with him. He confirmed he was entry 

with the Century COPS team. 


Deputy Rodriguez said at the time of the entry, he was the lead deputy into the residence. 
A female adult was detained signed an entry waiver and she confirmed that two male 
occupants including | inside the location. Announcements were made 
and met with negative results. He said he detained a male adult, that 
had exited the restroom. As he was detaining Mr. e heard yelling coming 
from outside the rear of the home but could not determine what was being said. He said 
he felt someone exit a room behind him and he then a heard commotion. He remained 
in the restroom with Mr RP did not see what caused this commotion. He did 
not recall anything as far as when Subject M as taken in to custody nor did he recall 
seeing a firearm.

The 
interview took place at Internal Affairs Office in interview room A and was digitally 
recorded. The following is a summary. 


Deputy Smith said he was assigned to Operations Safe Jail Custody Investigative 
Services Unit. He said he was briefed about a compliance search by Sergeant Gonzalez 
prior to going to Torrance. He and his partners Deputies Manzo and Kirk attended briefing 
conducted by Sergeant Gonzalez in Torrance prior to going to Subject A ome. He 
and Deputy Manzo’s responsibility was to cover the rear of the home. Deputy Kirk was 
assigned to monitor the patrol cars parked on the street. Deputy Smith said as they were 
getting into place at the rear of the home, Deputy Smith sent his partner, Deputy Manzo 
back to his patrol car to retrieve his keys. He said Deputy Manzo was also designated to 
call and notify the local police department, which they discovered to be LAPD-Harbor 
Division not Torrance PD. 


IAB Note: The rear of the location had an approximate 
five foot wide narrow walk way, (4) approximately 

1 % feet high stoops which were enclosed by a 

six foot high brick wall. There were also clothes 

lines and recycling bins that were obstructions. 
Deputy Smith was in the rear of the location alone.

He then 
entered the rear door and saw Subject ihandcuffed on the floor of the location.

The interview took place at Los Padrinos Juvenile Detention Center in Downey and was 
digitally recorded. The following is a summary. 


Subject initially admitted he heard a police radio and thought his home was being 
raided. He could not recall what led up to him being in the back of a patrol car. He denied 
hearing any knocking on any doors at his home. He said he opened his window and ran 
out. He then said he walked out. He said he got on his knees and blacked out. He could 
not recall how he was injured. He denied possessing a firearm. He said he was sober 
at the time of this incident. He denied trying to climb out of his bedroom window. He said 
his vas in his bedroom with him and not in the restroom.

He recalled 
being video taped outside of MCJ. He admitted he was on probation for a firearm at the 
time of this incident.
